HARD-BOILED HAGEDORN 

Minnesota congressman can’t quite 
grasp the concept of caged children

C ongressman Jim Hagedorn of 
Blue Earth came face to face 
with some of his constituents 
in Olmsted County at a town 
hall event. Things started off 
orderly with reminders from the emcee to 
keep things civil. 

But it didn’t take long to hit a subject for 
which civility is a less than tenable response. 
A constituent wrote in aquestion sayingshe 
was “very concerned” about family separa¬ 
tion on the U.S.-Mexico border. “This is 
causing emotional damage to these kids,” 
the letter read. “How do you justify this 
government-sponsored child abuse?” 

Hagedorn started by taking some of the 
lead out of the question. It’s not “govern¬ 
ment-sponsored child abuse,” he said. These 
detention centers were not “concentration 
camps.” The crowd responded with scat¬ 
tered boos. 

“Hang on,” he said. “This is the United 


States of America. This is the greatest 
country in the world. There is a differ¬ 
ence between a concentration camp as we 
know it... and whaf s going on. The people 
that are there, they can leave. Nobody is 
holding them against their will.” 

That remark turned a few heads. As one 
person asked, “How is a 3-month-old baby, 
or a 4-year-old, gonna leave a facility like 
that?” 

Or, for that matter, how is a 5-year-old 
supposed to pay bond, even if he’s eligible? 
How willing is anyone to stay in a deten¬ 
tion center while their case winds its way 
through an impossibly backlogged immi¬ 
gration court? 

“Fair enough,” Hagedorn responded, 
before launching into a less specific answer 
about wanting an “orderly” system for 
immigrants to enter the country legally. 
(He wasn’t immediately available for com¬ 
ment, so it’s difficult to say what he meant) 


But the thrust of the issue is this: 
Immigration court is so saturated right 
now that detention centers and Border 
Patrol facilities are becoming increas¬ 
ingly overcrowded, often to the point that 
children stay there longer than what is 
even allowable by federal law, regardless 
of whether they’re willing. Last week. 
Homeland Security’s inspector general 
called the conditions “dangerous.” 

Some children have been sitting for days 
without access to showers, clean laundry, 
and working toilets. Two facilities weren’t 
even supplyingthem with hot meals, forcing 
the kids to survive on bologna sandwiches. 


Even worse, the feds are wildly overpay¬ 
ing private companies for these services. In 
exchange for Third World conditions, the 
cost per person runs $750 a day, roughly 
twice as much as the finest hotels in down¬ 
town Minneapolis. 

But these problems are a long way from 
Olmsted—and by the looks of it, a long way 
from Hagedorn. 

“We have compassion for everyone,” 
he said. But “first and foremost” for “the 
American people.”

ream cheese wontons are proudly inau¬ 
thentic, born of Chinese wonton skins and 
wrapping techniques and middle-Amer- 
ican fried cheese lust. Sister to the crab 
rangoon, cousin of jalapeno poppers and 
cheesecake bites, cream 
cheese wontons—aka 
fried wontons, aka cream cheese puffs—are 
well-established in the kitsch food family. 

As long as you’re in Minnesota, anyway. 

Folks elsewhere in the U.S. have no clue 
what they are. 

Nearly everywhere else in the country, you’ll find their 
closest relative—the crab rangoon—something that esteemed 
San Francisco-based cookbook writer Andrea Nguyen recently 
noted when she visited the Land of 10,000 Lakes.

“Andrea came in and asked me why I have the wontons 
with cheese on the menu, and I told her it’s just a Chinese- 
American classic—a guilty pleasure, secret trashy delight that 
I love to eat,” Hai Hai chef Chrisitina Nyguen explains. “‘Did 
you know it is not a thing around the country?’ she told me. I 
had no idea! I never realized that I hadn’t 
seen them outside the Midwest.” 

Slap an unidentified deep-fried wonton 
in front of a person, and within the first 
few bites you’ll be able to tell where they’re 
from. A Minnesotan confronted with a crab 
rangoon will gasp, “Ugh, this has crab in it.” 
Those from the coasts, presented with a cream cheese wonton, 
will feel slighted: “This is just cheese? What the hell?” Even 
elsewhere in the Midwest—Chicago, Indianapolis, Detroit—the 
rangoon is the go-to.

Crab rangoons occasionally appear on 
local menus, but even when they do, they 
aren’t the main attraction. And ifwontons 
include anythingbesides the classic cheese, 
it’s noted to prevent grumpy customers. 

Could a case be made, then, for cream 
cheese wontons as the quintessential 
Minnesota food? 


Consider this: Hot dish shouldn’t count 
because you mainly make it at home, 
and Minnesotans don’t invite strangers 
over. Besides, a truly iconic hometown 
dish should be something that can be 
bought in company and scarfed on the 
street or in a car/bus/park—not a platter 
of walleye. Atlanta has lemon pepper 


wings; Philly has the cheesesteak; NYC 
has its floppy pizza slices. 

There’s the Juicy Lucy, of course, but 
you’ll And wontons on a whole lot more 
menus throughout Minnesota. They have 
the incredible culinary flexibility of fried 
chicken wings, the portability of L.A. 
street tacos, the ubiquity of a Chicago 



hile crab rangoons 
are thought to have 
originated at Trader 
Vic’s in San Fran¬ 
cisco, it’s long been 
rumored that cream cheese wontons were 
actually invented here in Minnesota by 
none other than Leeann Chin. 

The first cream cheese wonton refer¬ 
ence we could And was in a 1985 edi¬ 
tion of the Star Tribune, in a coupon for 
two free wontons with a takeout order 
from a now-defunct mom-and-pop place. 
Wontons seem to have gained popular¬ 
ity in buffets before making the leap to 
takeout menus and Anally to fast food. 
(Leeann Chin’s corporate reps confirmed 
that they are the creators of the cream 
cheese wonton under the name “cream 
cheese puffs” but refused to provide fur¬ 
ther details.) 

They’ve since become a staple of take¬ 
out menus and buffet steam trays, found 
in all manner of Chinese, Vietnamese, 
and Thai restaurants—from places that 
specialize in squeaky st 5 n:*ofoam-box take¬ 
out to strip-mall all-you-can-eat joints. 
At restaurants that focus on takeout and 
lunch deals, cream cheese wontons have 
traditionally been the freebie, a thing- 
on-the-side or fried tidbit that’s always 
worth the upcharge. 

In the early Aughts, the cranberry won¬ 
tons at Azia were a local hit, named one 
of the Twin Cities’ all-time best dishes 
in 2010 by this very publication. Cream 
cheese wontons have maintained their 
popularity; a Leeann Chin employee 
recently told us he makes more than 
700 a day for just one of the chain res¬ 
taurant’s locations. 

They’ve also started appearing on 
menus crafted by chefs who became 
devotees in their youth. At the elegant 
new Latl4 in Golden Valley, a cream 
cheese wonton is provided with each 
lunch plate, a nod to their placement 
as an extra in Chinese-American lunch 
specials. 

“It’s the one comforting thing on the 
plate,” chef Ann Ahmed explains. “It 
instantly feels comfortable. We’re in the 
Midwest, people love cheese... there is 
at least one thing they’ll like.” 

Most cream cheese wontons are crafted 
by hand, and each bears the individual 
stamp of the restaurant, folded and tucked 
into unique shapes and pouches. For 
some, triangle folds are creased into 
perfect crisp isosceles, a neat appear¬ 
ance that lets the Ailing hit every bite. 
The four fold or “beggar’s purse” sees 
the chef plopping cream cheese in the 
middle before pushing up all four corners 
tight, creating a wonton that easily pulls

apart with a crunchy handle and a glob 
of filling on the end—a dip-n-chip all in 
one. Wontons with envelope folds can 
be whipped up by employees quickly 
and simply, creating the style of pocket 
popularized by Leeann Chin. 

‘When I was a kid, my mom would 
make them every once in awhile, when 
we were entertaining,” chef Christina 
Nguyen says. Hai Hai’s contribution to 
the cream cheese wonton canon does 


ative as Minnesota’s culinary corners. 
Camdi, a Vietnamese restaurant on the 
U of M campus, even has a vegan cream 
cheese wonton that mirrors the richness 
and softness of cream cheese with a finely 
spiced filling. Owners Camdi and Kiet 
Phan are tight-lipped when questioned 
about their homemade filling, but proud 
that vegan customers ask where they 
can buy the “cheese” in stores. (Sorry, 
plant-based wonton fans: You can’t).

contain chicken liver pate, but visually 
they’re a big wink to the classic iteration: 
the triangle shape with a bright-orange 
dipping sauce (though theirs is a tart 
passion fruit mix instead of thick orange 
syrup). “It’s a Midwestern classic that I 
grew up with.” 

Chef Jessi Peine of Peeps Hot Box 
food truck grew up working in a Chinese 
restaurant, making cream cheese wontons 
every shift. “When I was creating the 
menu, I wanted something that mas¬ 
sive amounts of people would know and 
have appeal,” she says. “It’s a naughty 
junk-food item. Since the food truck is 
seasonal, people will come by and tell me 
they waited all winter for the wontons. 
They kept telling me they were the best 
wontons ever, so we finally just wrote 
it on the truck.” 

Once you start thinking about cream 
cheese wontons, you’ll see them every¬ 
where. With a never-ending variety of 
fiavors, they’re as multifaceted and cre-

What may be the pinnacle of wontons 
can be found at Rainbow Chinese Res¬ 
taurant and Bar, helmed by chef Tammy 
Wong, who stresses the amount of care 
and labor that goes into the seemingly 
simple dish. “We still wrap each won¬ 
ton by hand,” she explains. “It is really 
hard to find someone who is able to wrap 
them right. Not everyone can.... We had 
someone, and once they left they were 
very difficult to replace.” 

Wong notes that the dough is very 
delicate, requiring skilled hands and a 
chunk of prep time daily. Their prepa¬ 
ration needs to be consistent: not too 
doughy, not too wet, with a good ratio 
of cheese. (“I wish I could show people 
how much work goes into something so 
simple.”) Her care extends to the dipping 
sauce, which is made from scratch with 
a base of the vegetables and fruits that 
are in season: springtime is for carrots, 
squash and pumpkin follow in autumn, 
and early summer welcomes a rhubarb

sauce, spiked with tangerine peels and 
garlic, inspired by watching the farmers 
near her food stall at the Minneapolis 
Farmers Market. 

All this effort pays off in Rainbow pro¬ 
ducing one of the most refined cream 
cheese wontons in the Twin Cities—per¬ 
fectly folded with a thick, uniform filling. 
Somehow, though most fried things lose 
their charm once the steam heat dissi¬ 
pates, these wontons remain crunchy. 
It’s not accidental; it’s Wong’s 15 years 
of experience on display. 

F or those who would scoff 
at wontons’ simplicity, local 
food writer and prolific Ins- 
tagram snack documentarian 
JD Hovland reminds us that 
there’s very little difference between a 
cream cheese wonton and brie en crute, 
a classic upscale French dish of a wedge 
of soft brie wrapped in puff pastry and 
baked until golden brown. The real star 
wontons are those that have been fried 
to perfection. 

When the first bite of a wonton hits, 
the tongue is overwhelmed by the tastes, 
both richly fatty and somehow bland—the 
twin arch fiavors of Midwestern food. 
Quality cream cheese wontons have 
fiavor to their filling, but one that isn’t 
aggressive, just an enhancement to the 
richness. 

‘T really respect a wonton that retains 
a crunch after it’s refrigerated, and the 
center stiffens like a cheesecake,” Hov¬ 
land says. On Instagram, he even tags 
each type of cream cheese wonton with 
its own sticker identifying the type of 
dumpling fold. 

So what do we need to do to prove that 
these are Midwestern, if not Minneso¬ 
tan to their very core? They’re basically 
cheese curds with a crunchy shell, and 
various packed versions can be found in 
the frozen aisles of Target, Lunds, Cub- 
all the hometown grocery chains—so 
people can get their guilty food fix via 
at-home toaster ovens. 

How about their appearance in the 
culinary juggernaut that is the State Fair? 
The 2017 fair featured Giggle’s Campfire 
Grill’s duck bacon wontons, while 2018 
had wonton-esque sweet Greek cheese 
puffs from Dino’s Gyros (going continental 
with the fiavors). We need something 
beige and lovable, and the cream cheese 
wonton is precisely that wonder. 

Even if finding a single definitive 
moment in which the cream cheese 
wonton was birthed in our great state’s 
borders proves elusive, maybe it doesn’t 
matter so much. It doesn’t matter where 
or when you were born, but where and 
by whom you are loved. And Minne¬ 
sota’s heart undeniably beats with molten 
cheese, be it Juicy Lucy or cream cheese 
wonton. 03

T his coming Sunday, July 14, a 
budget-friendly $25 gets you 
unlimited samples of bever¬ 
ages from your favorite local 
breweries, distilleries, winer¬ 
ies, and cideries at Lake Monster Brewing. 
Tempting as it may be to fill up on booze, 
you might want to save some room for 
solids, too. Food trucks are also offering 
brand-new creations, while picture-perfect 
baked goods will be available from local 
purveyors, and more. It just might be the 
best $25 you spend this year. 

Oh yeah, and ever54bing—from the beer 
to the cookies and cocktails—is completely 
vegan. 

We sat down with Aubry Walch, Erinn 
Mueller, and Laura vanZandt from event 
co-organizer The Herbivorous Butcher to 
get the details on the first annual Vegan 
Invasion Food Festival and Drink Sampler. 
(Reverie Mobile Kitchen is the event’s 
other co-organizer.) 

Beside the not-so-subtle name, how is 
Vegan Invasion different from other Twin 
Cities vegan events, such as the beloved 
and increasingly popular Veg Fest? 

Weg Fest has lots of advocacy organiza¬ 
tions,” explains vanZandt. “We decided 
to focus on food and drink, and retail. 
[Vegan Invasion] is a big party to celebrate 
veganism, and really focus on the food 
and drink vendors.” 

The roster of drink vendors is impres¬ 
sive: over a dozen breweries, plus a handful 
of distilleries, cideries, and wineries. Bit- 
tercube will be mixing cocktails in con¬ 
junction with Lawless Distilling, and Lake 
Monster Brewing will be sampling one of 
their vegan sours. On the non-alcoholic 
side, expect Bittercube mocktails, kom- 
bucha, and craft soda. 

“We want to show people there are a 
lot of good vegan drinks, and this is a fun 
way to showcase them,” says Mueller. “It’s 
a fun introduction for people who aren’t 
super familiar with plant-based food.” 

Speaking of the food, over a dozen ven¬ 
dors will be on hand, with everything from 
comfort food to cotton candy. Many of 
the featured food vendors are new to the 
local vegan scene—for example. These 
Wingsz? is a Chicago-based company 
that makes plant-based wings. Another 
newcomer is Keiko’s Kitchen, a local pop¬ 
up that focuses on plant-based alkaline 
comfort foods. 

In addition to new faces, some familiar 
vendors will be offering a new spin on their 
fare. Prairie Vegan Pies and Vegan East 
will try their hand at savory food items 


in addition to their usual sweet treats. 
“It will be interesting to see what savory 
items normally dessert-oriented vendors 
come up with,” says Walch. 

Mueller promises that the Herbivorous 
Butcher Food Truck and Reverie Mobile 
Kitchen “are going to come up with some 
crazy stuff.” No details yet, but we’re 
betting it will be delicious. 

Vegan Invasion will be rounded out 
with retail vendors selling everything from 
vegan baking mixes to plant-based apparel 
and soap. D J Jake Rudh will be on hand 
spinning records throughout the event.

ver hate a movie for a totally 
different reason than you 
expected? 

The premise of Danny 
Boyle’s Yesterday—whdit if 
you were the only person in the world 
who remembered the Beatles’ music?— 
sounded like a setup for disappointment. 
Would Richard Curtis’ script ingeniously 
explore what sort of butterfly effect the 
Beatles’ non-existence might have? Would 
it address the possibility that as great as 
Lennon-McCartney were as songwriters, 
their music might not feel quite as magical 
outside of their historical context? Nah 
on both counts, of course. 

What I didn’t expect, though, was to 
be distracted from my annoyance with 
the Aim’s goofy high concept by how 
ineptly Yesterday would function as a 
romcom. Curtis is the guy responsible 
for Love, Actually, so you’d think he’d 
know how a movie like this is supposed 
to work. But the romantic plot lurches 
and staggers, tossing arbitrary roadblocks 
between the would-be lovers to keep 
them apart until the movie’s ready for 
them to be together. 


The happily-ever-after-ers in question 
are Jack Patel (Himesh Patel), a singer-song- 
writer of no special talent, and his friend, 
manager, and biggest fan Ellie Appleton 
(an unconvincingly frumped down Lily 
James—it was so much easier to pretend 
pretty women weren’t attractive back before 
glasses became sexy). Elbe’s been schlep¬ 
ping gear from one coffeehouse gig to the 
next all these years because she’s in love 
with Jack, but somehow that possibbity has 
never occurred to him—a fact that seems 
more fantastical than the Beatles’ music 
suddenly vanishing from public memory. 

While J ack’s biking home from a gig one 
night, the electricity fails worldwide for 
12 seconds and a bus wallops him. After 
his recovery, he plays ‘"Yesterday” for his 
pals, and he’s stunned that they’ve never 
heard it. After a quick Google reveals that 
he’s indeed in a Beatle-less world. Jack 
decides to pass off the Beatles’ songs as 
his own (despite some misgivings), and 
eventually he’s touring with Ed Sheeran. 

As the stress of the deceit gnaws at 
Jack, the movie races into a minefleld of 
unfortunate scenes in which he learns the 
importance of Being True to Himself and, 
of course, LOVE. Along the way there’s a

directed by Danny Boyle 
area theaters, now showing 


dollop of Beatley fan service (including 
the obligatory trip to Liverpool) as the 
songs become plot points and setups for 
punchlines. The movie’s idea of big laugh 
is a character telling Ed Sheeran, “You 
look like Ed Sheeran” and Ed Sheeran 
responding, “I am Ed Sheeran.” 

Sheeran plays himself (doesn’t he 
always?) and does so likably enough, which 
is more than can be said for most of the 
supporting cast. Joel Fry is a bumbling 
drunk/stoner of a comic sidekick who’s 
given no decent jokes, and as Jack’s greedy 
manager, Kate McKinnon isn’t so much 
playing a role as doing an extended bit. 

Ultimately, Yesterday seems to exist 
solely to remind us that the Beatles were 
great and falling in love is wonderful, two 
bits of conventional wisdom that seem 
to be doing just fine without help from 
Boyle and Curtis. Still, who knows? Maybe 
Yesterday will encourage Ed Sheeran to 
take some time off from music and pur¬ 
sue a movie career. Now that would be a 
happy ending. 03

here are a lot of turtles 
in Native American 
lore,” says Ernest 
Briggs, artistic direc¬ 
tor of Turtle Theater 
Collective. “As well as being very sacred 
creatures, they’re very wise creatures 
because they kind of watch over time 
and history.” 

According to its mission statement, 
the Minnesota company “is committed 
to producing high-quality, contemporary 
work that explores Native experiences and 
subverts expectations about how and when 
Native artists can create theater.” 

Indeed, there’s hardly a thing about 
their new production that won’t challenge 
expectations. From July 10-14 at Mixed 
Blood Theatre, Turtle Theater Collective 
is presenting the regional premiere of a 
play by Larissa FastHorse: What Would 
Crazy Horse Do? 

“The play was inspired by an actual flier 
I saw in the State Museum of South Dakota 
for a big Ku Klux Klan gathering in 1926,” 
said FastHorse in an interview for the Lilly 
Awards’ website. “The entertainment for 


the night was aKlan-sponsored powwow. 
My mind was blown.” 

“This show talks about so many things, 
from a Native American perspective,” says 
Briggs. “From issues that we’re having in 
the United States with race, issues with 
rural communities, issues of suicide—so 
many different things.” 

The first Turtle Theater show, in spring 
2018, was the U.S. premiere of Daniel David 
Moses’ acclaimed Canadian plsiyAlmighty 
Voice and His Wife. The company followed it 
with a summer 2018 production of Thornton 
Wilder’s classic Our Town, staged at the 
Division of Indian Work in Minneapolis. 

‘We tried to cast the roles with Ojibwe 
actors pla 5 dngthe roles of the Gibbs family, 
and Lakota actors pla 5 dng the roles of the 
Webb family,” says Briggs, who is White 
Earth Ojibwe. “Young people—and even 
elder people from my community—came 
up and said, Tt was just nice to see ourselves 
represented onstage.’” 

What Would Crazy Horse Do? is set on a 
South Dakota reservation in the very recent 
past. A pair of young adults discover a sur¬ 
prising connection, via their late grand¬ 
father, to people who want to revive the

KKK: Instead of “white supremacy,” they 
emphasize language about racial “purity” 
and “unity.” 

Calling the play controversial “doesn’t 
begin to cover it,” wrote the Kansas City 
Star in a review of the 2017 world premiere. 
FastHorse, who resides in California but 
has Minnesota connections including an 
affiliation with the Playwrights’ Center, 
is one of the country’s most buzzworthy 
young writers; her Thanksgiving Play, a 
satire about liberal white people trying to 
retell the holiday’s origin story, landed on 
the 2017 Kilroys list of exceptional under¬ 
produced plays by women. 

Briggs is acting in Crazy Horse, and pre¬ 
viously participated in a staged reading of 
the script. “If we’re not careful, we can be 
led down a dark path,” says Briggs about 
the work’s message. “The play says a lot 
about what Native American people are 
going through and what’s happening, but 
it’s definitely a cautionary tale.” 03

ith the year half gone, 
it’s time to take stock of 
the best music I’ve heard 
over the past six months. 
And there’s more where 
this came from: Check out an expanded 
list on citypages.com. 

1. Sir Babygirl, Crush on Me 

Kelsie Hogue manages her unmanageable 
desires by colorfully exaggerating their 
scope, flinging herself into extremes of 
knowingly delirious indie-pop and treating 
every slight, sexual slip-up, and thwarted 
crush like the end of the world. Shouting, 
'Tou don’t know me an5miore! I changed 
my hair!” at an ex isn’t just more fun than 
moping at home—it’s healthier. I just hope 
that same manic, pastel aesthetic is equally 
therapeutic when brought to bear on what¬ 
ever inspired “Haunted House,” where 
Hogue’s voice slides up and down the scale 
like a penny whistle while l5n:*ics like “no 
one knows the difference from my laughter 
and my screams” suggest a desperate failure 
to exorcise a genuine trauma at its core. 

2. Julia Jacklin, Crushing 

This Australian singer-songwriter’s acute 
autopsy of a fragmenting relationship cuts 
from present to past and back again, with 
the future manifesting itself through fret¬ 
ful anticipation as Jacklin faces a clump of 
unanswerables: Is he OK? What’s he gonna 
do with that nude pic? Did he ever watch 
that stupid video I sent him? Really though, 
is he OK? Fragile but sinuous, Jacklin’s 
sob stretches in tendrils of tuneful anxiety, 
while her guitar mimics unkempt emo¬ 
tion without getting rowdy or atonal. Her 
music sounds like what heartbreak physi¬ 
cally feels like, before we find the words 
for it, though each song here gives up a 
phrase that wholly encapsulates a mood, 
a scenario, a life stage. She refuses to vilify 
the dude she couldn’t trust without making 
him sympathetic and skirt despair without 
giving in to the myth of closure. Dunno if 
he’ll be OK. But Jacklin sounds like she’s 
gonna be just fine. 

3. Adia Victoria, Silences 

“First of all there is no God,” this South 
Carolina blues revisionist declares plainly 
30 seconds in, strings creeping beside her 
through the shadows, and you can hear 
the glint in her eye: She knows he’s dead 
because she offed the sucker. Victoria and 
co-producer Aaron Dessner of the N ational 
populate the corners of these tracks with 


ghosts and echoes, and the lyrics typically 
read more bleakly than Victoria’s stealth¬ 
ily scrunched, preternaturally nonchalant 
voice allows them to be. Playful in her self¬ 
destructive defiance, she’s a deicidal Billie 
Holiday fan who sounds like she’d sold her 
soul to Kurt Weill to pay off her bar tab. 
Who can relate? 

4. Billie Eilish, When We Fall Asleep^ 
Where Do We Go? 

Death makes sad teens horny, a timeless 
truth Eilish is precocious enough to exploit 
for dark lulz where she might be expected 
to strike a supposedly gender-appropriate 
pose of somber, witchy melancholy. Her 
fiashlight-under-the-chin shtick hardly 
trivializes the lives she’s seen lost or deaths 
she’s imagined for herself (that’s not how 
jokes work), and even in her more sincere 
and subdued moments this breathy teen 
shows up the manipulative nihilizzzm of 
the Soundcloud nothings whose beats her 
producer bro Finneas bites and bests while 
wending Eminem-y synth whines through 
his skull-emoji trap-pop. 


5. Little Simz, Grey Area 

For all her “Jay-Z on abad day/Shakespeare 
on my worst days” boasts, this London MC 
doesn’t barrel you over with her wordplay. 
Instead she draws you in with her mushed 
consonants and clipped flow, matched ide¬ 
ally here by Inflo’s production, which relies 
on live musicianship rather than electronic 
piecework. Tough female rappers are every¬ 
where these days, but though Simz is no 
pushover, she reveals a third dimension 
over the course of her album, promising 
candor then bristling when you assume too 
much intimacy, her defense mechanisms 
and survival techniques stunningyou with 
their blunted but slow-acting venom. 

6. Dawn, New Breed 

In the past, the music of this Danity Kane 
alum turned Afrofuturist auteur sprawled 
architecturally. Here its components—a 
trap beat fading like an exorcised ghost, a 
Roy Ayers synth gliding in like a childhood 
memory—click together to fill up smaller 
spaces, shadowy yet luxuriant, her rhythmic 
logic unpredictable in ways that come to 


feel inevitable. And whether she’s feeling 
nostalgic (“the nine”), dirty (“sauce”), petty 
(“jealousy”), or righteous (“we, diamonds”), 
the l5n:*ics come correct and direct. We all 
deserve the good sex and supportive com¬ 
munity and basic respect Dawn demands. 
Only difference is, she’s artist enough to 
make anyone who’d deny her any of them 
look like a dope. 

7. Big Thief, U.F.O.F. 

Arpeggios or circular riffs recur with 
the steady reassurance of a stick along a 
picket fence and melodies bend with the 
supple give of a green willow branch as 
this Brooklyn indie quartet—let’s call them 
“acoustic-friendly” rather than “folkie”— 
claim their space in the natural world. 
Drawing upon childhood idyll, thrumming 
with collaborative verve, electrified with 
just the right amount of dissonance, just 
spooky enough around the edges, this is a 
game with elaborate, improvised rules, an 
exercise in spontaneity not anarchy. And 
it’s all the context Adrianne Lenker needs 
for her whispered mantras like “we have 
the same power” and invocations of vari¬ 
ous female names to resonate far beyond 
their literal meaning. 

8. Dua Saleh, Nur 

The deepest 20 minutes of Minnesota music 
I’ve heard this youngyear also include some 
ofthe most playful: On “Sugar Mama,” Dua’s 
voice bobs with double-dutch insouciance 
over a self-fashioned tick-tock beat as this 
Sudan-bom and St Paul-raised singer teases 
and eventually goes down on the girl next 
door, a white-savior wannabe who never 
had it so good. Once Ps5miun takes over 
production duties, the tracks thicken with 
reinforced steel cables ofbass but retain that 
simple, effective rhythmic core. Dense not 
murky, moody not ominous, the sound is 
akin to Dua’s cottony coddling of words, a 
stylish exercise in false modesty that shrugs 
“oh, this old phrase” while strewing as glitzy 
a string of syllables as “I’ll spit on silk to 
find the silver in the slivers in your couch.” 

9. Hama, Houmeissa 

This pla3dul Nigerian electronic composer 
draws his brilliant synth patterns from 
melodies sung by West African herders 
and nomads, with some wedding tunes 
thrown in ’cause why not, and while they 
may get a little sillier stripped of their con¬ 
text through electronic reprocessing, that 
hardly cheapens its effect. In fact, it gives 
each tune a chance to prove how hardy it 
was to begin with, and in Hama’s hands.
